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These cases have reference to the sales tax imposed 
on the manufacture and sale of lumper durins 1963. Based 
on an estimate of conditions and vractices in the lumber and 
related industries, it had seemed equitable to take into 
consideration the fact that some taxpayers,who were essentially 
retailers or wholesalers,could, in attemptine to give comolete 
service to their customers, enzare in vractices which oblige the 
Department to class them as manufacturers,for purvoses of the 
Excise Tax Act. In view of this, discounts of 20% or 36%, 
depending on the circumstances of sale, were authorized, and 
this authority remained in effect until May 1, 196, at which 
time the provision was cancelled. ‘The cancellation was made 
public by a circular issued during April, 1964. The circular 
was given wide circulation but the terminology did not have 
uniform application throuchout the industyy, with the result 
that some firms, not recognizing their classification as 
manufacturers, continued to allow the discounts of 36% or 20% 
and, in consequence, to wnderpav tax to the Department. 


The Department recopnized the fact that hardship was 
caused throush this misunderstonding. <A circular letter was 
issued during July, 1964, in an endeavour to clarify the 
situation. In larve part. the letter had the desired effect 
but, again, differences in methods of operation of building 
materials businesses caused the misunderstanding to persist, 
in some instances. 


The Department has endeavoured to examine each case, 
where there has been underpayment of tax due to misuse of the 
discounts, and,while several cases were referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for leval proceedines, the cases listed on the 
attached statement justify partial remission. In many instances, 
of the cases indicated, financial hardship would be caused by 
insistence on payment in full. Im other instances, it could 
be established that the taxnayers were misinformed and had done 
everything possible to establish their true liability.
